Addttionalfy, Applicants respectfidly submit that the 
prior art provides no leaching or suggestion whatsoever regarding the creation of a list of 
desired songs to be downloaded and transmitting the list to an automated system that 
subsequently transmits the desired audio data back to the memoiy of a user i^ystem. 

Applicants respectfully submit that all claims 
now stand in condition for allowance.
